The administration won decisively 
on a vote in each house. The senate 
confirmed the nomination of Edgar B. 
Brossard, Utah, storm-center of sugar 
tariff battles for years, as a member 
of the tariff commission, and the 
house voted against the senate’s food 
lo provision in the drouth farm re- 
lief appropriation Dill. 
- Thereafter a new relief fight was! 
foretold by the action ‘of senate con-| 
ferees in refusing to agree to the 
house drouth bill actiom: The disagree- | 
ment will be brought up in the sen- | 


ate tomorrow, along with the fight | 
over the $30,000,000 battleship mod- 


ernization program. 


In the senate vote, as in the sugar 
tariff battles of a year ago, the coali- 
tion of western independents and 
democrats crumbled through the de- 
fection of a half dozen or more mem- 
bers from sugar-growing states. Bros- 
sard has been identified in this and 
many previous debates as a leading 
proponent of higher sugar tariff rates 
for the protection of western and 
southern beet growers. 

After Brossard was confirmed by a | 
vote of 45 to 36, the nomination of | 
Lincoln Dixon, Indiana democrat, 
was. approved without a record vote, |

Bodies To Be Set Today. 


MANY IMPORTANT 
BILLS INTRODUCED 


Effort Made To Restore 
Lash to Georgia Convict 
Camps; Co-operative 
Marketing Attacked.

Georgia’s problem of paying her 
state debt took a sharply surprising 
and potentially dramatic turn Tues- 
day, when Governor Hardman decided 
to go as soon as possible before a 
joint meeting of the house ways and 
means and senate finance committees 
in an effort to clear up what legisla- 
tors describe as “the muddied finan- 
cial waters which have overflowed his 
administration.”

Jazz melodies live only for some 
momhs, while the ancient folk songs 
and airs live for centuries, declared 
Pr. V. Dahlgren, master of the Ar- 
vika school, in a lecture in London. 
In primitive periods individuals 
strove to express their feelings of 
gladness and sorrow in music, and 
their tunes were repeated by others 
and thus carried from mouth to mouth 
and from’, generation to generation. 
Those ditties and airs survived. and 
Swedish songs and melodies dating 
from the fifteenth century were still 
sung.

Why We Have Democrats. 

In the outset we must understand 
that a democrat is not an American 
creation, aS so many mistakenly 
imagine. 

Although the word “democrat” in 
our lingo is derived from the Greek 
words “demos,” the people, and 
“kratein,’” to rule, and hence repre- 
sents one who believes “the people 
should rule.” yet neither did the 
Greeks gender democrats as political 
protagonists, 

Moses was the first apostle of dem- 
ocracy. He kept the emancipated He- 
brews moiling about in the wilderness 
for 40 years until he had brought to 
birth and maturity a generation that 
did not serve in Egypt. In their 
growth he instructed them in the faith 
of their forefathers, realization of and 
responsibility to the God of Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob. And in that faith 
he trained them to the social, econom- 
ic and governmental principles of a 
free, self-governing, republican nation. 
The early Palestinians were demo- 
crats,

Pure Democracies Are Sand-Piles. 

The history of democracies proves 
that those of them founded upon the 
ideal of individual sovereignty have 
been failures. No people have ever 
succeeded in governing themselves by 
the mass-meeting and majority of 
voices method. 

The Greek democracies, beautifully 
devised, were unable to control them- 
selves free from - factions, jealousies 
and frictions with neighbor democra- 
cies, They forerun the experiences of 
our neighbor Mexico—they Mexican- 
ized themselves without knowing it 
and perished by the very processes of 
their independence, 

Such democracies, even in our twen- 
tieth century, have failed all over 
Europe. New ones that were formed 
with great fervor a dozen years ago 
have degenerated into practical or ac- 
tual dictatorships, 

And the nearer the United States 
come to mass mobocracy, through pri- 
maries, initiatives, referendums, re- 
calls and the popular election of sena- 
tors and judges, the weaker becomes 
our representative republican system. 


A New Order of Politics. 
We in America apostrophise Thomas 
Jefferson as the father of a new sys: | 
tem of democracy—a system of popu- 


lar government that has been pro- 
nounced the greatest contribution ever 
yet made to the science of politics. 

Jefferson had fully studied all past 
forms of democracy; had sensed their 
fundamentals and detected their de- 
fects; had but recently experienced in 
France the vagaries and vices of 
mobocracy in that revolutionized coun- 
try; and in his great wisdom framed 
an entirely new composite of a peo- 
ple’s sovereignty exercising itself upon 
representative principles. 

By his system the passions and heat 
of the “fierce democracie” were con- 
ducted and cooled on their way into 
law and obligation. He found the new 
federal constitution friendly to that 
system and as president of the repub- 
lie he rallied the allegiance of the ma- 
jority of the people to support of the 
new American democracy. 


That Famous First Inaugural. 

The fundamental —nae of that 
ereed were set forth in the famous 
first inaugural of Jefferson as pres- 
ident in 1801 and they constituted the 
common platform of the democrats 
during the next third of a century. 

It was not until President Jackson 
dictated the nomination of Van Bu- 
ren in 1836 that anything like an- 
other definite declaration of party 
policy was made. Even then it was 
not formally put forth by the nation- 
al convention. It was framed by the 
democrats of New York, whose fellow- 
citizen was the nominee for president. 
It was generally adopted by the dem- 
ocrats throughout the nation and 
had the approval of Jackson. 

That declaration of 1836 will be 
found interesting ig the light of the 
attitudes since assumed by many liv- 
ing democrats.

That First Informal Platform. 

The declaration of 1836 began with 
a re-statement of the preamble prin- 
ciples of the Declaration of Indepen- 
ua ce and thn said: 

“The true foundation of republic- 
an government is the equal rights of 
e,ery citizen in his person and prop- 
erty, and in their management; that 
the idea is quite unfounded that on 
entering into society we give up any 
natural right; that the rightful power 
of all legislation is to declare and en- 
force only our natural rights and du- 
ties, and to take none of them from 
us; that no man has the natural right 
to commit aggressions on the equal 
rights of another, and this is all from 
which the law ought to restrain him; 
that every man is under the natural 
duty of contributing to the necessities 
of society, and this is all the law 
should enforce on him; that when the 
laws have declared and enforced all 
this they have fulfilled their fune- 


tion.’

Heresies To Be Hooted Down. 

Can you imagine any greater here- 
sies than those that could be intro- 
duced into a modern democratic con- 
vention ? 

But since the Civil War the demo 

ats of the nation nearly all the time 
out of n tional power, have prac- 
tically abandoned their Jeffersonian- 
Jacksonian fundamental doctrines, and 
ridden any hobby-nostrum of expedi- 
ency or opportunism to win elections 
and “turn the rascals out’—the ras- 
cals all being in the republican party. 

So why not face the truth and ad- 
mit that toda, the democratie party 
has no fixed creed of principles, It 
is simply and wholly “the opposition” | 
party and none of us who belong to 
it can guess for what or for whom 
we will be called upon to whoop and

He said Former Senator Rob- 
sion, republican, Kentucky, ordered 
more than 100,000 copies and said 
friends would pay for them. The rec- 
ords further showed, Chairman Nye 
later observed, that a Robert M. Estes 
paid $2,000 of the $3,375 bill. 

Chilton denied any knowledge of the 
special editions, but he agreed with |

OVEREMPHASIS IN BOOKS. 

If this radical standard is set at®Vanderbilt—it obviously is 
an effort to reduce a fancied overemphasis in football—it un- 
doubtedly will greatly reduce the number of good football play- 
ers on the Vanderbilt squad. Something like that was done at 
the University of Chicago some time ago and Chicago’s recent 
record on the gridiron is eloquent of the results. 

A young man who has casually checked up on the 
performance of honor graduates after leaving college is 
inclined to believe that there has been a notable over- 
emphasis in certain extremely dull and utterly useless 
subjects with which our university curricula are cluttered. 

He does not believe that our educational system has 

reached perfection. 

And he knows of several young men who have been politely 
cjiected from classic halls of learning who have done very well 
out in the world.

This is no modest broadside at higher education, but a plea 
for common sense and a little old-fashioned sportsmanship on 
tle part of the best minds in our universities.

DENTISTS HEAR TALKS 
ON MOUTH INFECTIONS 


MACON, Ga., Jan. 13.—)—*It 
has come to a point where dentists 
are treating heart disease instead of 
doctors,” Dr. Harry Johnston, Atlan- 
ta, chairman of the dental health ed- 
ucation committee of the state dental 
society, told the sixth district dental 
society members here today. ‘ 

“This is merely one way of saying 
that 90 per cent of heart disease has 
been found to originate in mouth in- 
fections in children and that déntists 


are treating this and other diseases 
through their campaign on the evils 
of unhealthy mouths and how to pro- 
duce healthy mouths in children and 
keep them so.” 

The speaker said that dentists were 
interested in producing normal health 
in all mouth tissues. A campaign is 
now in progress over the state to make 
a survey of all school children’s 
mouths for the purpose of remedying 
all defects. This work is being car- 
ried out through the committees of 
the state dental society and the Pa- 
rent-Teacher Association, he _  ex- 
plained. 

Dr. Harry Bledsoe, Atlanta, chair- 
man of the oral hygiene committee, 
told of the goal to inspect each child’s 
mouth each year. As a result of the 
campaign in Atlanta over five years’

prior to the enactment of the prohi- 
bition laws. 

He stated “that the people should 
support the government and not the 


government support the people,” call- 
ing attention to Secretary of Agricul- 


riculture being the basis of every- 
thing else, but indicated that even 
this could be carried to an extreme. 

- He openly condemned State Fish 
and Game Commissioner Peter S. 
Twitty for his enforcement of the 
game laws, but stated that “some of- 
ficials have zotten Georgia in a bad 
way financially.” He said that he 
was criticising no one, that he did 
not know whether it was the fault 
of the governor, or of the legislature 
or of other cfficials, but that condi- 
tions should be remedied.

He spoke of the serious sit- 
uation in France and expressed the 
hope of seeing American troops on the 
western front very soon. 

Here was a marshal of France who, 
4s commander-in-chief of the French 
army for nearly three years, had 
made his name immortal, appealing 
for military assistance from a man re- 
cently designated to be commander-in- 
chief of an army not yet in existence. 

I have often wondered what must 
have been his thoughts under the 
circumstances, but whatever he may 
have felt as to the new commander 
himself, the totally unready situation 
that he found in America could not 
have been very encouraging. It is a 
pleasure to say that this great sol- 
dier became my loyal and consistent 
personal friend.

The financial bill was by Repre- 
sentative Key, of Jasper county, 
which would amend the constitution 
to authorize the general assembly to 
classify property for taxation. 

Taxing of Intangibles. 

Chief among its three important 
phases was one to tax ingangibles 
at the rate of 5 mills on the dollary 
It also would provide for exemption 
of forest lands and limit the state 
tax on real estate and tangible per- 
sonal property to one mill. 

Senator Whaley, of the fifth dis- 
trict, is author of the motor bus and 
truck regulation measure which would 
limit the speed of such vehicles, de- 
pending on the weight of the carrier, 
from 25 to 30 miles an hour, through 
the use of speed governors to be | 
placed on all freight and passenger 
cars operated within the state. 

The bill also would force the opera- 
tors of all vehicles used in transpor- 
tation operations to get permission 
from the public service commission 
for each trip made by passenger or 
freight carriers weighing more than 
14,000 pounds. 

Carrying of baggage on the top or 
sides of busses would be limited to 
such luggage weighing not more than 
00 pounds. 

Size of Vehicles. 

Size of these vehicles would be 
limited to those not more than 96 
inches, wide, 12 feet high and 30 feet 
in length and where there is a trailer, 
both the cars to be not longer than 
45 feet. The trailer to be attached 
to the rear of the traction car by 
both sides. 

Rear-view mirrors would be placed 
on busses and trucks with the kind 
approved by the public service com- 
mission. The gasoline tank capacity 
would be limited to 25 gallons. 

The public service commission 
would have charge of enforcement of 
the act with the arresting officer to 
receive $25 of the fine, which would 
be punishable as a misdemeanor. 

Exemption is provided for trucks 
operating between farms and markets 
engaged in moving produce. 

Unanimous approval of a_substi- 
tute for the powdered milk bill of 
Representative Gullatt, of Campbell 
county, was announced in the house 
by general agricultural committee 
No. 2 

Gullatt’s measure provided for a 
tax of 10 cents a pound on powdered 
milk used for any purpose. The sub- 
stitute reduced this to five cents per 
pound and then only on powdered 
milk used in the production of milk, 
bread and ice cream. 

Labeling of Product. 

The substitute provides that the 
manufacturer using such milk shall 
so label his product and have on dis- 
play in his plant a large sign an- 
nouncing that powdered milk is used 
in the products made there.

Scott Answers 


Pershing’s Charge That Staff 


Lacked Fore 


sight in War 


Editor’s| Note: No man in the United 
States has a greater personal interest in 
General Pershing’s comments on the con- 
po of the general staff of the army

At that 
time General Scott was chief of staff. 
As he knew better than anybody else 
why the United States was not more 
adequately prepared for the war than 
it was, a representative of The Con- 
stitution requested him to express his 
views on General reones comments, 
as published in The Constitution of yes- 


terday and today.

PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 13.—I 
have just read the opening chapters of 
the memoirs of General Rershing. 

In them, I find some strictures 
against the conduct of the war depart- 
ment and the general staff, of which I 
was chief, prior to our actual en- 
trance into the war. On these stric- 
tures I wish to comment, in a friend- 
ly and by no means captious or con- 
troversial spirit, not only on my own 
account, but on account also of my 
comrades in the war department. 

I have admired General Pershing 
ever since our first meeting and rec- 
ommended him for command, but in 
Mexico and France, and always re- 
joice that I d:d so. In his conduct 
of the part we took during the war 
in France, he held high his Ameri- 
canism against strong opposition that 
might have crushed a weaker man; 
maintained his point for an American 


army and brought back a wonderful 
victory f.: our army in the greatest 
war of all times, for which the Amer- 
ican people owe him an eternal grati- 
tude and admiration, in which I share. 

The conduct of our army under his 
direction has placed us in the fore- 
front of all the nations of the earth, 
and has advanced greatly the cause of 
peace in the world, since no nation 
cares to embroil itself with one as 
powerful as »«e proved to be, and cer- 
tainly we have no wish to embroil our- 
selves with others. 

Compromise Act. 

In his first chapter General Per- 
shing says that “congress passed a 
compromise act . . . but searcely a 
move was made to carry it out prior 
to our actual entrance into war.” 

While I have no papers at hand 
for reference, my memory tells me 
that the act General Pershing refers 
to was passed at the previous session 
of congress—at a time when congress 
had no thought of war—and provid- 
ed for a peace-time force by incre- 
ments from time to time and the pro- 
vision of the act had been carried 
out as the proper time arrived. 

As for sending a political army to 
France, there was no disposition to 
do this in the mind of anybody in the 
war department. All the better in- 
formed officers in.the regular army, 
such as General Pershing himself, 
were fully conversant with the mi&- 
takes made in our former wars, and 
I was fully determined, so far as my 
power should go, that these mistakes 
should not be repeated in this war. 
They were not repeated, because I was 
thoroughly supported in this by the 
secretary of war and the president— 
without whom I would have been un- 
able to accomplish anything, for a por- 
tion of congress seemed bent upon 
making these mistakes again. 

Not Made Clear. 

General Pershing does not make 
himself clear when he says in Chap- 
ter Two: “It had been apparent for 
months that we were likely to be 
forced into the war, and a state of 
war had actually existed for several 
weeks, yet scarcely a start had been 
made to prepare for it. The war de- 
partment seemed to be suffering from 
a kind of inertia, for which it was not 
probably altogether responsible.” Nor 
does he make himself clear in the 
Same chapter in saying “Until a few 
weeks before the war neither the gen- 
eral staff nor the war college had re- 
ceived any hint or direction to be ready 
with recommendations except as indi- 
cated above. The general staff had 
apparently done little more, even aft- 
er war was declared, than to consider 
the immediate question of organizing 
and sending abroad one combat di- 
vision and 50,000 special troops.” 

This statement differs widely from 
that the general made earlier in this | 
same chapter—Beginning with Feb- | 
ruary 3 the war college division (of 
the general staff) presented a number | 
of recommendations for action in the, 
event of war with the central powers. 
One was for the enactment of the 
draft law (upon which I] had been en- 
gaged myself for four months), and 
otiers referred to the size of the army 
to be organized and the necessity for 
the procurement of equipment and | 
supplies. March 15, acting under in-'| 
structions from the chief of staff, the | 
war college submitted a more detailed 
scheme for raising 500,000 men.” 


To be more accurate, these studies | 
had been going on all winter with 
many conferences between myself and | 
the different heads of the war college 
and heads of bureaus. I had been en- | 
gaged in preparing the mind of the ad- | 
ministration and the country for com- | 
pulsory service. Seven hundred and | 
ninety-two favorable editorials had | 
been received from newspapers in all | 
parts of the country before the count- | 
ing was stopped. | 

Congressmen Laughed. 

I asked the committee of congress 
for «. million men in 1916. This request 
was received with great hilarity. I 
was asked: “What do you want with 
u million men? The United States will 
never be at war with anybody. Do you 
want them to eat? You certainly can- 
not have any other use for them.” The 
temper of congress was such as to dis- 
courage further effort at that time. I 
have since felt with General Pershing 
that it were better so. Had my re 
quest been granted such a gesture 
would have convinced Germany of our 
dete--1ined purpose, with the probabil- 
ity that she would have ceased the 
acts that brought us into the war with 
the chance of our continuing to stand 
on the sidelines, while the civilization 
of France and England was being de- 


stroyed—our turn to come later, un- 
prepared and alone. 
crude in the beginning; and by no} 
means the ideas we have now—even 
General Pershing’s. We all had to 
grow through experience. I remember 
General Pershing asking if I thought 
it possible for him to get a Cadillac 
touring car for his personal use in 
France. I told him to go out and buy 
ten for himself and staff. I would now 
have said 100, but I gave him ten 
times as many as he asked. 

It was not possible to order the rec- 
ommendations of the general staff car- 
ried out at once for the reason that all 
of them could not be approved op ac- 
count of minor imperfections or until 
the policy of the government was de- 
cided upon, as to the size and charac- 
ter of the contribution we were to 
make to the war. Congress thought at 
one time our contribution to the war 
would be mainly of money. 

None of our allies thought it pos- 
sible for us to send more than 300,000 
trained men to France. Marshal Jof- 
fre asked that our flag be sent over 
at once with only a small escort for 
the sake of the effect our representa- 
tion would have in Europe, even if ro 
force were behind it. I considered, 
however, that this would be an im- 


No doubt the ideas of all of us were | 


our flag and stood out for at least a 
division of regular troops until a large 
army could be trained. I stood out 
against this up to the time I left 
Washington, May 13, as a member of 
the Root commission to Russia. 
Policy Continued. 

My policy of a division was the one 
carried out later by General Bliss, my 
classmate, and four months younger, 
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who succeeded me as chief of staff. It 
was not until some time later that the 


policy of the government was,formed 


to send a large army, probably some 
time after the draft had proved suc- 
cessful. 

The fact is that everything was done 
by the war department that it was 
possible to do at that time. We had 


to wait upon congress for a law by 
which we could raise an army. We 
were all too busy to talk about what 
we had done, and it is possible that 
General Pershing, who was-in Wash- 
ington only for a short period, was 
not fully informed of what had been 
done before. His main attention was 
without doubt directed toward getting 
his expedition ready to sail as soon as 
possible. He may, too, have been told 
things that were untrue by disgrun- 
tled officers as sometimes happens. 

The supplies called for by the gen- 
eral staff were made the basis of rep- 
resentation before congress by the sup- 
ply departments which had obtained 
options on all kinds of material and 
supplies needed. The telegrams had 
been written and we were ready to 
close the options the moment the 
Jeclaration was sigiied by the presi- 
dent, thus preventing seizure of these 
supplies by speculators, thereby caus- 
ing an immense saving for the govern- 
ment over what would otherwise have 
had to be paid. 

In Office. 

We were all waiting in my office 
for notice of the president's signature, 
and when it was telephoned from the 
White House I took a project calling 
for the expenditure of $50,000,000 to 
the secretary of war, of which he was 
already cognizant, and he was warned 
again that this money had not been 
appropriated by congress and its ex- 
penditure under such circumstances 
was a penitentiary offense. It was 
signed and the staff was en route to 
file the telegrams confirming the op- 
tions within less than five minutes. 

The general staff was much restrict- 
ed and hampered from the time of Gen- 
eral Corbin. Some members of congress 
were inimical to it almost from its in- 
ception, and, as General Pershing re- 
marks, congress had lately reduced its 
number. In addition, congress had en- 
a‘ted that no more than half of this 
inadequate number should be stationed 
in Washington at one time. This gave 
me less than 20 officers of the general 

ff with which to lay the basis of 
the great war at a time when the 
armies of France and England had 


staffs, and now in a time of profound 
peace our number of general staff offi- 


| cers approximates 100. 


This small number of general staff 
officers was worked to their limit and 
it is surprising they accomplished :s 
much as they did. All the chiefs of 
staff since General Corbin had to 
fight continually until after the break- 
ing out of the war and the enmity of 
a section of congress was overcome, 

It is a fact that the general staff 
never had a real chance until then. Of 
course, after contact with the allied 
staffs during actual war, much was 
learned that General Pershing, and no 


‘one else over here, had had an oppor- 
| tunity to learn, and our general staff 


is now the peer of any.

DISPUTE BREAKS

Disagreement Over Ni- 
trate Plants Disrupts 
Previous Understanding 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(P)—A 
dispute over disposition of the nitrate 
plants at Muscle Shoals tonight had 
wrecked the tentative conference agree- 
ment reached last week and ensnarled 
the legislation in another controversy. 


The conferees will meet again soon 
in an effort to compromise their latest 
differences but they expressed little 
hope of an agreement. 


House conferees today insisted the 
lessee of the nitrate plants should be 
permitted to manufacture other chem- 
ical products besides fertilizer. Sen- 
ate conferees demanded that produc- 
tion be limited to fertilizer and its 
ingredients. 

Senator Norris, republican, Nebras- 
ka, author of the senate government 
operation bill, walked out of the con- 
ference, charging the house conferees 
had “completely violated” the tenta- 
tive agreement reached last week. 

He said the house had presented a 
“joker” under which the lessee woul: 
be permitted to make anything he 
wanted. 

“This wohld mean,” Norris said, “a 
great chemical plant operated by pri- 
ee ee with a government sub- 
sidy.”
